Muskogee—A key to the mystery of 
typhoid epidemics in various parts of 
Muskogee county was furnished today 
when workmen 
on 
the 
McDowell 
farm, eight miles southeast of Mus­ 
kogee, owned by Dr. C* T. Rogers of 
this city, took 20 dead rabbits and 
various other rodents out of a single 
bored well that was supposed lo be 
even snake proof. 
Last summer the 
MdDowells, father, mother and two 
children contracted typhoid and the 
children died. 
As soon as McDowell 
recovered he refused to stay on the 
farm longer, though a diligent search 
was made to find the source of the 
typhoid . Several months later a 
•ow tenant moved on the farm, and 
as no water had been used from the 
well since McDowell left it wss de­ 
cided to clean the well out. 
It was 
then that a wheel barrow load of dead 
rabbits were found.
